| <W HEN were King William and Queen 


Mary crown'd ? 

A. The 11th of April, in Wefminfter- Abbey, with 
the ufual Magnificence. 

2. Did /reland fubmit ? 

A. The Farl of Tyrconned maintained the greateft 
Part of it for King ‘fames. King William's Party 
had prevailed only in the North, and feized the 
Towns of Kilmore, Colrain, Inniskilling, and Lon- 
donderry. King James arrived at Dublin, March the 
24th. The City of Lordonderry of which Mr. 
Walker, a Clergyiman, was'chofen Governor, bein 
befieged by an Artay of King Jams, made a gallant 
and molt remarkable Defence. The City of Inné- 


skiiling diftingvifhed itlelf aifo greatly. ° 
2. Did the Arms of King /emes make no further 
Progrefs? 


A. The Duke of Schomberg landed on the 13th of 
4ucguft, 1689, at the Head of a Body of Engli> 


Forces, upon which. King ‘Zames advanced to fight 


him ; 
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him; but not being able to bring him to an Engage- 
ment during the whole Summer, he march’d back to 
Dublin, to winter there. 

Q. Had King James better Succefs the following 
Year. 

A. No; King Viilliam, accompanied by Prince 
@ Georg, the Duke of Ormend, and feveral other 
Noblemen, crofs’d into Jr:/and, and arrived there 
the 14th of June, 1690, when joining the Duke of 
Schomberg, he march’d towards Dublin, with 36,000 
Men, and 60 Pieces of Cannon, 

2. Did King ‘Zames {offer him to get the Start 
of him? 

A. This Prince with upwards of 25,000 Men, 
and 12 Pieces of Cannon, advanc’d to meet King 
William, and refolved to fight him at the Pafs of the 
Beyre. Accordingly both Armies engaged the 1{t 
of ‘Fuly. 1690. 

2, What was the Succefs of this Battle ? 

4. King Yames had ordered his Soldiers to fall 
upon the Troops that had pals’d a Ford, during 
which the Ji difputed another Pafs with the Duke 
of Schomberg, who there loft his Life, after having 
acquired immortal Glory ; but as the Ord: r was not 
obferved foon enough, the Right Wing was broke, 
Spite of the great Bravery of the Duke of Beravick ; 
of the Chevalier de Hoguincourt, who loft his Lite 
in the Engagement ; and of Hami/ton, who was taken 
Piifoners King ‘ames retired to Dud/in, where 
laying but one Day, he proceeded to Waterford, 
whence he fail’d for France, King William laid 
Siege to Limerick, but being oblig’d to raile it, re- 
turn’d to England, 

2. What happen’d next? 

A. The Year fallowing (1691) the King of France 
fent a frefh Body of Forces into Jre/and, which 
jointing thofe of the late Kirg, form’d one Body. 
Several Battles were fought, but with il Succefs on 
Kong Jemes’s Sige, and inthat of Aghrim, St. Ruté, 
the French Genegal, who commanded the Army, 
was killed; afier which the Englié Generals, (of 
whom Gvrses was the Chief) took all the ttrong 
Holds, and even Limerick, (where Typrconnel was 
lately dead) which furrendered upon very Honour- 
aole Terms, the 34 of October, 1€g1, and this was 
tne jaf{ Effort made by King James. 

2. Did the Scots alfo acknowledge the new So- 
vore ips § 

‘. They were proclaimed King and Queen in 
that Kingdom the sith ot .f/pri/, and three Noble- 
rien being fent to Loadox to prefent them with the 
Crown, and adminifter the Cosonation Oath ; this 
was done accordingly at //bitebad/, the 1ith of 
dbry. 1689. 

2, Were King Wiliam and Queen Marz engag'd 
inno other Wars? 

JA. The King of France exercifed all Manner of 
Hoitiiides upon the Zag/i*, upon Pretence of aflia- 
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29, Did England continue undifturbed durin 
King’s Abfence in Ireland ? 

A. No; a Confpiracy was carried on in [5»/,, 
and other Parts of the Kingdom; but what wa. 
happily difcovered ty the Wifdom and AAtivity of 
the Queen. The French Fleet appeared upon the 
Coaft, in order to aid the Confpirators ; but though 
they had a ftrong Faétion, her Majefty took fuch 
prudent Meafures, that the Enemies were repulfed 
However, the French beat the Confederate Exgii L, 
and Dutch Fleets, the 30th of Fune. - 

2. Did the News of this Plot haften the King’; 
return ? 

A. Knowing himfelf fesure in the Queen's Con. 
du& and Vigilance, he ended the Campaign, and 
did not return to London till the 11th of Septcmber. 

2, What happened in Holland ? 

4, The King went thither about the Middle of 
Feruary, 1691 ; and though the Dutch were very 
much furprized at his Arrival, they not having re. 
ceived the leaft Notice of it; they neverthelefs gave 
the higheft T'eftimonies of their Joy, and fome Days 
after he made his publick Entry at the Hzgye. 

Q. What Aétions did he perform itt Flanders ? 

A. Upon the Opening of the Campaign, he put 
himfelf at the Head of his Forces, and thofe of his 
Allies ; but not having been-able to bring the Enemy 
to a Battle, he returned the 13th of April into 
England, which the Queen during his Abfence had 
governed with her ufual Wifdom. 

2. What happen’d in 1692? 

4. The King gain’d, the 1gth of May, a Naval 
Vidtory over the French, who by their own Con- 
fefion loft feventeen of their beft Ships, among 
Which was the Admiral. However, it is certain 
they loft more, not to mention that a great Num- 
ber of Tranfports were burnt in the Harbours, 

9, What could induce the King of France to 
hazard a Battle, knowing that. the Confequences 
would be fo very fatal to his Kingdom, in Caie he 
loit it? 

A. He depended on the Succefs of a new Con- 
{piracy in England, which he flavrer'd himfelf would 
have extended to the Eng/if Fleet. 

Q, Did not the King of England fuftain fome Lofs 
in the abovementioned Campaign ? 

4. He had the Mortification to fee Mons and 
Namur taken, his Allies not furnithing him wita 
Forces fafficient to ward off a Blow he faw impen¢- 


ing. His Prefence prevented the French fiom ¢-

ConTINUATION of the Hiftery of Mafaniello, 
the Fifherman of Narres. 


of very fine Horfes very richly caparifoned, the one for 
himtelt, and the other for his Brother, to appear with at 
the Cavalcade. All Things being in Readinels, Mafaniello 
and his Brother, both drefled in Cloth of Silver Tiflue, 
moved flowly towards the Caitle, the former bearing a 
drawn Sword in his Hand, and the latrer the Articles ot 
Capitulation. Nexe after thefe came Yulio Gencvino and 
Ciecio Arpaja, the Elect of the People ; followed by a val: 
Multitude ot People, which thickned from Strect ro Street, 
by ochers that joined them as they wentalong. Being ar- 
rived at the Palace, Ma/aniello met witha molt courteons 
Reception from the Viceroy, and foon atier came down 
aaain with his Excellency, the collateral Council, the 
Council of State, and all the Principal Officers and Ma- 
gittrates of the Kingdom, who in great Pomp and Order, 
went together tothe Cathedral. The Archbifhop, at the 
Head ot his Chaprer, ftood ready at the Chureh-Door 
ro receive them: And being enrered and feated every 
one according to his Rank and Degree of Precedence, 
the Capitularions were read aloud by Dovmato Coppola 
Secretary of the Kingdom ; afrer which the Viceroy, the 
Councils of State atd War, the Royal Chamber of Santa 
Chiara, the Tribunals of the Chancery, and all the Civil 
and Criminal Judges of the great Court of the Ficaria, 
fworn upon the Holy Evangelifts to obferve them invio- 
jably for ever, and to proeure without Delay the Rati- 
fication of them from his Catholick Majefty. During the 
reading of the Articles, Ma/faniello ftvood up a!l the While 
with his Sword drawn in his Hand, and was exceéding 
bufy in — fome of them to the People, and en- 
larging very much upon others; but as foon as the Oath 
had been adminiftred, and Te Dew {ung by an excellent 
Chorus, be made an Harangue, wherein he addreffed 
himfelf fometimes to the Viceroy, and fometimes tothe 
Multitude ; confounding feveral good Things with many 
fenfelefs and impertinent ones, which the Pride of having 
fuccefsfully brought about fo great a Defign, made him 
utter with undaunted Boldnefs and Freedom of Speech. 
Having finifhed his Difcourfe, he began to tear in Pieces 
the rich Drefs he had on, and defired the Archbifhop and 
Viceroy to help him off with it, faying, * That as he had 
only put it on for the Honour of the Ceremony, it was 
now become Ufelefs fince that was ended ;_ that, for his 
Part, he had donealli he had todo, and would now re. 
tura to his Hook and Line,” This Proceeding feems to 
have beea a Preludeto the Madnefs which fhortly atter 
policffed him. However, being made to underftand, 
that it would be a very indecent Thing to {trip in the 
Church, and in the Prefence of fo many Perfons, he 
Went out with the Viceroy, who, with all the Nobiliry 
and Gentry that atrended him, made a Proceffion through 
all the Publick Streets in rhe City, and then returned to 
the Caftle, where he was faluted . feveral Peals of Ord. 
hance. Mafaniello having taken Leave of the Viceroy, 
Went back to his own Houfe in the Market-Place, through 
all the Acclamations and Bleffings that were given him by 
the People as the great Reftorer of their Privileges. 


July 14. Thusended that happy Day, which crown’d 
all Naples with Joy, and put 2 new Face upon the wholc 
City, and next, Mafaniello, as the Author of their great 
Change, was congratulated, and received the Compli- 
ments of feveral of the Nobi ity and Gentry, the Mi- 
nilters of State, and almoft all the Ecclefiafticks and Re- 
‘gious Orders of the Ciry, who, from thence went to 
pay their Refpets alfo to the Archbifhop, and returned 
dim Toyhe for having by his erdeat Zeal and indefar 
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tigable Pains, contributed very much to bring their Trou. 
bics ro fo happy a Period. 

But Mafaniello, who from the {i venth Day of %u/¥ roche 
Sunday toilowing, had behaved himfelt with fo much 
Wiidom and Kingly ge’ to the great Surprze ef 
every Body, grew Diliious all on a fncden, the evident 
Marks of which firft appearcd, by the Manner jn which 
he treated the molt Illuitricus Careffell#, Aichbifhop ef 
Severin, This Piclate having occahon to repair co his 
Arcnbifhoprick, and there being an Order Ail in Force, 
which torb:d any Rody to go our of the City, withouta 
Licence firft obtaimd frei Me/aniello, Le went to his 
Houle in order to procure one. £ What weouldit thou 
have, my Lord, faid the Fidherman? as foon as he faw 
him. * Your Leave, replied his Eminence, to go to my 
Church in Calabria, whither my Affairs call me’ Up.

on which Mafanielio call’d out, ‘ Who waisthae? Ler 


torty, my Lord, at leaft 1 intend you fhall have {& many 


giddy, and turned his Brains, Others wili have it to le 
occafioned by the pronraions and contirual Fatigues he 
underwent, {caice ever allowing himfelf Time totakethe 
natural Refrefhments of Food or Sleep. Burt the molt 
prevailing and received Opinion is, that the Vicc roy had 

iven him an intoxicating Dravghr, which by inflaming 
bis Blood, fhould make him commit fuch Extravaganccs, 
as would oblige the People to difpife and forfake him, 

Without enrering into a particular Relation of al] his Fol. 
es and Extiavagancis, I fhall only obferve, rhat the 
Sunday immicdiately tollowing the Conclufion of the 
Treaty, he got on Horfeback ; and riding full Speed 
through the Streets of Naples, he not only abufed, maim- 
ed, and even killed feveral Perfons who had the Misfor- 
tune to come in his Way; bur alfocaufed feveral Cficers 
for the moft trivial Cffences to be apprehended, and put 
inftantly to Death. 

About three of the Clock in the Afternoon, be went 
to the Palace, having a ragged Coat on his Back, only 
one ftocking, and without either Hat, Sword, or Band ; 
and fhewing him{elt in this Equipage ro the Viceroy, he 
told him, ‘ He was almoft ftarv’d to Death, and would 


fain cac fomething.’ Whereupon bis Excejicncy calling 
te 
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to his Servants, and commanding fomething to be brought 
and fer before the Lord Mafaniello, Amalpbi replied, 
* That ic was no Mitter, for he did not come tren to 
Fat, but to defire his Excellency to accompany him as far 
as Pofilippo, where they fhould take a Co lation together, 
having provided every Thing neceffury for that Purpo‘e;’ 
and at the fame Time giving a Signal, feveral Mariners 
came in, leaden with all Sorrs ot Fruirs and Duiaties. Buc 
the Viceroy, who was not in a Humour to drink 
with the crazy Fifherman, excufed himfelf on Account 
of a Painin his Head, with which he faid, he was that 
very Moment taken; and ordering his own Gondola to 
b: made ready, Mafaniello went on Board, and was ate 
rended by forty Feluccas, which were filled wich Perions 
who tried all Means poffible todivert him ; fome of them 
dancing, fome playing upon Mufical Inftruments, and 
others diving to pick up divers Pieces of Gold which he 
threw into rhe Sea, 

This agreeable Airing, inftcad of refrefhing him, ra- 
ther contributed to extinguifh that {mall Spark ot Rea- 
fon that was left in him, and wholly deprived him of his 
Senfis. For ’ris reporred of him, that in going and 
coming, he drank no lefs than twelve Bortles of a (trong 
bodied Wine called Lacrimre Chrifti, which fo dried up 
his Brain, that he was never afrer feen to act or {peak 
rationally. In the mean while Ma/faniello’s Wife went to 
vilit the Vice-Queen in a new Coach, which the Duke of 
Piataloni had befpoke for his Wedding-Day, and for 
which he was to pay etght Thoufand Ducats: She was 
magnificently drefs’d, and had about hera valt Quantity 
of rich Jewels, that had been prefented to her by her 
Excellency. ‘The Vice-Queen gave her a very Honoura- 
‘ble Reception ; and having treated her in a moit {plendid 
Manner, and put upon her ing a Ring of great Value, 
fhe returned Home very well pleafsd, with her Hul- 
band’s Mother, and his two Sifters, who had accompanied 
her in this Vifir. 

Mafaniello being returned late from Poftilippo, he ap- 
peared again the next Day on Itlorfeback, riding up 
and down the Ciry like a Devil broke loofe, and ftnking 
and wounding with his drawn Sword every Body he mer 
with: Nor did his Frenzy difcover itfelf lefs by his own 
Words, than by his Actions; for fometimes he talk’d of 
giving up, the fipreme Command, and indeed he had 
actually {ne 2 Meflage to the Duke ot Arcos the Day 
be‘ore ro that Effect ; and at other Times, he faid, ‘ He 

“would take off the Viceroy’s Head.” He fent an Order 
under Pain cf Dearh and Firing, to Don Ferrant, and 
Don Carlos Caraccisl, two Nobles, to come and kifs his 
Feet publickly in the Market-place, for not ftepping out 
of their Coaches to falure him, as they accidentally paf- 
fed by him in the Srreer. 

The Viceroy being intorm’d at large of thefe horrid 
Extravavancies, and fearing that this Madman, back’d by 
a mucinous Rabble, might fome Time or other male 
him feel the EffeSts of his franrick Fury, he forthcd 
himfelt once more in Cafflenovo, by digging a deep 
Trench all round it, and introduced as many Soldicrs as 

e could get together. But while he was employed in 
providing thus for his own Defence, Don Ferrant and 
Don Carlos, inftcad of obeying the Fifherman’s infolent 
Summons, came and prefented themf{tlves before the 
Viceroy ; deploring the miferable and abj & Condition 
of the Neapolitan Nobility, who all ona fedden fallen 
froin their ancien: Giory, now faw themlelv2s trampicd 

under Feet by a Wrerch chat fpruog from the very Dregs 
af the Rabble, Asthey were yee fpeaking, Genovino and 

Ardajrato camein, heavily complaining againtt Afa/ani- 

e/lo, who but a tew Hours before had caned one of then, 
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and given a Slap on the Face to the other. 
Viceroy, that thefe ftrange and unreafonai 
had fo terrified the civiller Sort of People, and taken they 
off their Affection trom Ma/aniello; that many of = 
chiet Citizens having by their Advice met together ‘h “ 
came to a Refolution of letting his Excellency kn ; 
‘ That provided they could be well. affured of never a’ 
ing moleited in the Eajoyment of the Immunities and 
Privileges reftored, they would no longer follow d/o 
niello, but initantly return to their former:Obedien *: 4 
Duty to his Exceliency.’ ’The Viceroy being giad to ~ 
that the People were in the very Difpofition he could 
with, immediately publifhed a new Ban, by which he 
reconfirmed the Capitula:ions ; which was no {ooner dons 
but a confiderable Number of Citizens mét inthe Piazz, 
of St. Auftin, where ic was wnanimoutly agreed, that th 
Office of Head and Caprain-General of the People thould 
be taken away from Mafaniello, and that he thould be 
confin’d in a ttrong Hold for the Remainder of his 
Days ;. but no Body could find in his Heart to take awa 
the Life of him who had reftor’d the Publick aor 
and treed his Country. " 

But thefe Refolutions were not powerful enough to 
remove the Viceroy’s Fears; and though he imagined 
he faw Majaniello deftitute. of Power, .and fall bound in 
Chains, yer even in chis Light, he could not conider 
him without trembling; He. cherefore refolved not to 
reject the Propofal that was made him by Michael Angels 
Ardizonne, who offered to make away with him at the 
Hazard ot his own Life; and the better to encourage him 
to put in Exccurion this hardy Undertaking, the Viceroy 
promifed him, among other Things, a Reward of Ten 
Thoutand Crowns. ; 

In the mean Time, Mafaniello, who had taken t’other 
Jaunt to Pofillippo, -and being ignorant of what was in- 
rended-againit him, was now upon his Return ; and being 

and Extravagant Things: 
At laft he leap’d with all his Cloaths on into the Sea; 
from whence foon after coming out again, and brand thing 
his Sword aloft, he ran full drive among the Crowd that 
Was ftanding upon the Beach, who fearing he fhould do 
fome Milchiet, were obliged in their own Detence to 
make fure of his Perfon: And accordingly, having laid 
hold onshim and bound him, they carried him to his own 
ree where they left him under a Strong and fure 

uard.

Tis well (replied Vitale very unteafonably) I am going 
Girectly ro rhe Marker-Place, and thy Head fhall pay for 
it. .TheCaptain an{wer’d this Menace, no otherwife than 
by sunning his Sword into the Body of this untorrunare 
Wrerch, who.with this, Wound, and a Piftol-fhor that 
fuccceded ity fell down Dead upoa the Spor. 

The Viceroy fearing, that it. this Accident fhould com? 
tothe Knowledge of Mafaniello, he might get the sr 
of him, and keep upon his Guard, urged thie neue 

rato!

Some Years after Mr. Walpole had arrived ig 
England, Cather came to him; and upon his ex. 
amining him, found him incapable of undertaking 
any Bufinefs, fo advifed him to go to Service in 
fome Gentleman’s Family in order to improve him- 
{clf. Mr. Walpole further faid, he would have 
taken him into his own Family at that Time, if he 
had had a Vacancy; but his Steward being then 
(and indeed now continuing) very ill, he did intend 
whenever he died, or that he had Occafion to part 
with any other of his Servants, to take Cathcr into 
his Houfe; and if the Death of his Steward had 
happened at that Time, he intended to have re.

HERE is fcarcely any Sentiment in which, 
amie ft the innumerable Varicties of Inclination 
that Nature or Accident have fcattered in the World, 
we find ereater Numbers concurring, than in theWifh 
for Riches, and indeed aWihh fo prevalent,that it may 
be conficered as univerfal and tranicendental, as the 
Defire in which all other Defires are included, and 
of which the various Purpofes that aétuate Mankind, 
are only fubordinate Species, and ditrerent Modif- 
Cations. 

Wealth indced is the general Center of Inclination, 
the Point to which all Minds preferve an invariable 
Tendency, and from which they afterwards diverge 
in numberlefs Direétions. Whatever 1s the remote 
or ultimate Defign, the immediate Care is tobe rich; 
and in whatever Enjoyment we intend finally to ac- 
quie(ce, we feldom confider it as attainable but by 
the Means of Money, of which all therefore con- 
fefs the Value; nor is there any Difagreement but 
about the Uie. 

There is {carcely any Paffion which Riches do not 
aflift us to gratify. He that places his Happinefs in 
full Chefts or numerous Dependents, in refined Praife 
or popular Acclamation, in the Accumulation of Cu- 
riofities or the Revels of Luxury, in {plendid Edifices 
or wide Plantations, muft ftill ether by Birth or Ac- 
quifition poflefs Riches. They may be confidered as 
the elemental Principles of Pleafure, which may be 
combined with endlefs Diverficy, as the effential and 
neceflary Subftance, of which the Form only is to 
be adjufted by Choice. 

The Neceflity of Riches being thus apparent, it is 
not wonderful, that almoft every Mind has been em. 
ployed in Endeavours to acquire them; that Mu!ti- 
tudes have vied with each other in Arts, by which 
Lite is furnifhed with Accommodations, and which 
iherefore Mankind may reatonably be expected to 
reward. 

It had indeed been happy had this predominant 
Appetite operated only in Concurrence with Virtue, 
and influenced none but thole, who were zealous to 
delerve what they were eager to poffets, and had 
Abiliues to improve their own Fortunes, by con- 
tributing to che Eafe or Happinets of others. ‘To have 
Riches, and to have Vir:ue, would then have been the 
fame, and Succefs might reafonably have been con- 
fidered as a Proof of Merit. 

But we do noi find that any of the Defires of Men 
keep a ftated Proportion to their Powers of Attain- 
inent. Many envy and defire Wealth, who can 
Never procure it by honeit Induftry, or uleful Know- 
ledge. They therefore turn their Eyes about to ex- 
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amine what other Methods can be found of Paining 
what nane, however impotent, or worthle!s, ca; be 
content to want. 

A little Enquiry will difcover,that there are Ne2re: 
Ways to Profit by, than through the Intricacie: o 
Art, or up the Steeps of Labour ; that what Wifdom 
and Virtue fcarcely receive at the Clofe of [im | 
tne Recompence of long Toil and repeated Effort 
is brought within the Reach of Subtilty and , 
honeflly, by more expeditious and comp. nCioy 
Meafures: Taat the Wealth of Credulity is an onep 
Prey to Falfhood, and that the Poffedlions of lonoran: 
and Imbecility are eatily withdrawn by the fecrel 
Conveyances of Artifice, Or jeized by the Grine 6 
unrefifted Violence. 

It is likewife not hard to difcover, thar Riches 
always procure Protection for themfelves, that they 
cazzle the Eyes of Enquiry, divert the Celerity of 
Paurfuit, or appeafe the Ferocity of Vengeance ; 
that when any Man is inconte(tibly known to haye 
large Poffefflions, very few think it requifite to en- 
quire by what Practices they were obtained ; that 
the Refentment of Mankind rages only againtt the 
Struggles of feeble and timorous Corruption ; but 
that when it has furmounted the firlt Oppofition, je 
is afterwards {upported by Favour, and animated by 
Applaufe. 

‘The Profpe& of gaining fpeedily what is ardently 
Gefired, and the Certainty of obtaining, by every 
Acceflion of Advantage an Addition of Securisy, 
have fo far prevailed upon the Paflions of Mankind, 
that the Peace of Life is deftroyed by a general and 
inceflant Struggle for Riches. It is obterved of Gold, 
by an old Epigrammiutt, that fo have if, 15 to be in 
Fear, and to wantit isto be in Sorrcav. There is ro 
Condition which is not difquieted either with the 
Care of gaining or of keeping Money; andthe Race 
of Man may be divided in a political Eltimate be. 
tween thofe who are praclifing rraud, and thofe who 
are repelling it. 

If we confider the prefent State of the Wor'd, it 
will be found, that all Confidence 1s loft among 
Mankind; that no Man ventures to aft, where 
Money can be endangered, upon the Faith of another 
Jr is impoffible to fee the long Scrolls in which every 
Contraét is included, with all their Appendages ot 
Seals and Atteftation, without wondering at the De- 
pravity of thofe Beings, who muft be reiirained from 
Violation of Promife by fuch formal and publick 
Evidences, and precluded from Equivocation and Sub- 
terfuge by fuch punétilious M inutenets. | Among the 
Satires to which Folly and Wickednets have givea 
Occafion, none is equally fevere with a Bond, ora 
Settlement. 

Among the various Arts by which Riches may 
be obtained, the greater Part are at the firtt View 
irreconcileable with the Laws of Virtue ; fome are 
openly flagitious, and practifed not only in Neglect, 
but in Defiance of Faith and Jullice, and the reit are 
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on every Side fo entangled with dubious Tendencies, 
and fo befet with perpetual Temptations, that very 
few, even of thofe who are not yet abandoned, are 
able to preferve their Innocence, or can produce any 
other Claim to Regard, than that they have devi- 
ged from the Right lefs than others, and have 
fooner and more diligently endeavoured to return. 

One of the chiet Charaéterifticks of the golden 
Age, of the Age in which neither Care nor Danger 
had intruded on Mankind, is the Community of 
Pofleflions, by which Strife and Fraud were excluded, 
and every turbulent Paffion was ftilied by Plenty and 
Equality, Such were indeed happy Times, but 
{uch Times can return no more. Community of 
Poileffion muft always include Spontanity of Pro- 
duQion ; for what is only to be obtained by Labour, 
muft be of Right the Property of him by » rofe Labour 
it is gained. And while a rightful Claim to Pleasure 
orto Afluence mutt be procured by flow Induftry, 
or uncertain Hazard, there will always be Multi- 
tudes, whom Cowardice or Impatience will incite 
to more fafe and more fpeedy Methods, who will 
fludy to pluck the Fruit without cultivating the 
Tree, and to fhare the Advantages of Vidtory with- 
out partaking the Danger of the Battle. 

In Jater Ages, the Conviction of the Danger to 
which Virtueis expofed, while the Mind continues 
open tothe Influence of Riches, has determined many 
to Vows of verpetual Poverty ; they have fupprefied 
Defire by cutting off the Poffibilry of Gratification, 
and fecured their Peace by defroying the Enemy, 
whom they had no Hope of reducing to quiet Sub- 
jection But ‘by debarring themielves of Evil, they 
have reigned many Opportunities of Good; they 
have funk into InaGtiviry and U{cleffnefs ; and if 
they have foreborn to injure Society, they cannot be 
contidered as Contributors to its Felicity. 

While Roches are to necefiary to prefent Conveni- 
ence, and i9 much more eafily obtained by Crimes 
than Virtues, the Mind can only be fecured from 
yielding to the continual Impulie of Covetoufnefs 
oy the Preponderation of other Motives. Gold will 
generally turn the intelie€tual Balance, when 
Weigned oniy againft Reputation, but will be light 
and ineffeétual, when the oppofite Scale is charged 
With Juitice, Veracity, and Piety.
